Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


As  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  a Memorandum 
to  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you 
my  Report  on  the  Sanitary  state  of  the  District  under  your  super- 
vision during  the  year  1948. 


Population. — The  population  at  the  last  census  (April,  1931)  was 
37,266.  According  to  the  Registrar-General’s  Report,  the  population 
for  mid-1948  was  35,930,  and  this  last  figure  is  used  as  a basis  in  all 
Tables,  etc.,  in  this  Report. 

This  shows  an  increase  of  1,060  persons,  as  compared  with  the 


previous  mid  year  estimate.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Source  of  Supply. — Llynyfan  has  a storage  capacity  at  the  intake 
works  of  approximately  200,000  gallons,  and  the  Council  are  under 
an  obligation  to  supply  680,000  gallons  of  water  per  day  as  com- 
pensation water  to  the  River  Towy  Fisheries  Board  by  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  Water  Act,  1912. 

Extensions  of  the  water  service  main  were  carried  out  at  Forest 
Lane,  Hendy ; Danybank,  Dimpath,  and  Pentre  to  Oak  Villa, 
Pontyberem.

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The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity,  and  the  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo  solvent  action. 

One  sample  of  water  from  the  Waterworks  was  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  during  the  year.

Remarks.— All  three  waters  are  of  satisfactory  organic  purity. 
Sterilization  has  been  effective,  and  the  treated  water  suitable  for 
drinking  and  all  domestic  purposes. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Flooding  of  houses  at  Bryngwyn  Row,  Dafen,  to  the  extreme 
discomfort  of  the  occupants,  was  experienced  on  several  occasions 
during  heavy  rains,  and  your  Engineer,  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  Council’s  Engineer,  is  preparing  a scheme  for  reducing  the 
hazard  of  continual  flooding. 

The  phenomenal  rainfall  of  the  12th  September,  1948,  when 
nearly  3 ins.  of  rain  was  experienced  in  a few  hours,  caused  the  Gwili 
River  at  Hendy  to  overflow  its  bank,  and  several  houses  in  Gwili 
Square  were  seriously  inundated. 

The  Dafen  River  continues  to  be  a matter  of  concern  to  my 
Department  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  sewage  that  is  discharged 
into  the  stream,  and  work  of  cleaning  the  bed  of  the  river  has  had  to 
be  regularly  carried  out. 

New  Sewerage  Schemes. — The  new  sewerage  scheme  for  the 
village  of  Tycroes  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  the  separate 
schemes  for  Hendy,  Pontyates  and  Ponthenry  (which  includes  a 
pan.  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District)  are  nearing  completion.

Scavenging  Arrangements. — The  method  of  collecting  household 
refuse  carried  out  by  private  contractors  with  Horse  and  Cart  with 
manual  assistance  by  your  employees,  has  become  very  much  out  of 
date,  and  the  continual  rise  in  costs  due  to  a large  degree  by  the  lack 
of  competitive  prices,  has  resulted  in  your  Council  instructing  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  efficient 
collecting  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  throughout  your  district 
by  Council  owned  modern  vehicles.

This  treatment 
was  effective.

Old  Military  Camps. 

The  camps  at  Llangennech  Park  and  Old  Harbour,  Pembrey,  are 
still  occupied.  Despite  the  repairs  carried  out  from  time  to  time, 
the  fabric  of  these  Nissen  and  other  huts  is  rapidly  deteriorating,  and 
renders  them  unfit  for  human  habitation,  over  which  the  Council  is 
much  perturbed.  Some  of  the  families  in  occupation  were  previously 
resident  outsde  your  administrative  area.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

Inspections  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  were  systematically  carried! 
out  throughout  the  year,  the  total  number  of  such  inspections^ 
being  522. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination  was  121,  of  which  66  were  taken  under  the  National 
Milk  Testing  Scheme.

The  sampling  of  mrlk  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  was  discontinued  at  the  request  of  the  Advisory  Officer  at 
the  end  of  February. 

A large  percentage  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  taken  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Orders,  occurred  during  the  summer  months,  when 
the  lack  of  proper  attention  to  cooling  had  an  adverse  effect  upon 
the  milk  .submitted  for  examination. 

The  report  of  the  Analyst  compares  very  favourably  with  those 
of  the  samples  submitted  in  previous  years.  The  producers  of  the 
unsatisfactory  milks  are  regularly  followed  up  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  have  closely  co-operated  with  the  Milk  Advisory  Officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Department  at  Carmar- 
then to  encourage  such  producers  to  promote  and  maintain  con- 
ditions for  producing  clean  milk.

Your  Council  have  accepted  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  Regulations  as  set  out  in  Circular  N.S.  21.,  the  provisions 
of  those  regulations  are  being  closely  followed,  one  full  time  operative 
being  employed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  InJ 
spector. 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  to  the  end  of  the  year  waS 
473,  and  the  estimated  number  of  rats  destroyed  during  the  same 
period  in  accordance  with  the  formula  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  was  4,615.

Infectious  Diseases  Generally. 

Table  No.  1 shows  the  number  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlatina,  and 
Enteric  Fever  cases  recorded  in  the  District  for  the  last  40  years, 
with  the  number  of  deaths  registered  in  each.

The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Emergency  Laboratory, 
Carmarthen,  and  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea,  for  the  examination  of 
specimens  of  Pathological  interest  and  Bacteriological  examination 
of  swabs  in  a case  of  suspected  Diphtheria  and  Widals  blood  test  in 
suspected  cases  of  Typhoid.  Swabs  and  Widal  tubes  are  supplied 
to  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  District,  who  are  instructed 
to  send  specimens  immediately  a suspicious  case  of  these  diseases 
arises,  direct  to  the  Laboratory.  The  result  is  usually  obtained 
within  24  hours  by  wire  to  the  PractitiQner  and  the  M.O.H. 
Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  gratuitously  to  all  Medical 
Practitioners  for  necessitous  cases  occurring  in  the  area.  A 
quantity  is  always  kept  in  stock  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Tests  known  as  the  Schick  and  Dick 
Tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively. 

Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria. — This  service  is  now  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Carmarthen  County 
Council. 

No  (a)  primary  vaccinations,  and  (b)  revaccinations  have  been 
performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulation,  1917. 

During  the  year  notifications  of  returning  ex-servicemen  who 
were  suspected  of  having  been  in  contact  with  small-pox  cases  were 
kept  under  observation  beyond  the  accepted  period  of  incubation. 

Complete  co-operation  is  being  maintained  with  the  School 
Medical  Officers  in  regard  to  any  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases 
occurring  in  the  area. 

No  other  diseases,  such  as  Anthrax  or  Rabies,  were  reported. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
facilities  are  available  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous 
persons  and  their  belongings  at  the  Bryntirion  Hospital,  Llanelly. 
Premises  are  disinfected  and  fumigated  by  your  Sanitary  Officers 
when  necessary. 

Table  No.  IV.  shows  the  particulars  of  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  area  during  the  year  1948. 

Table  No.  VI.  shows  the  particulars  of  new  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  and  Tuberculosis  and  ©f  all  deaths  from  the  diseases  in 
the  area  during  1948. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulation,  1925. — No 

legal  action  taken.
